Claim 

Claims 6, 8, and 9 have been amended as follows: 

6. The method according to claim 1, further comprising, removing an excess 
of the color material particles from the at least one of the two substrates after disposing 
the plurality of color material particles substantially uniformly on the at least one of the 
two substrates . 

8. The method according to claim 7, wherein an adhesive property of the 
surface of the at least one spacer opposing the other of the two substrates not having 
the at least one spacer disposed thereon is lower than an adhesive property of the 
substrate having the at least one spacer disposed thereon. 
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9. The method according to claim 7, further comprising the step of removing 
the color material particles from the surface of the at least one spacer opposing the 
other of the two substrates not having the at least one spacer disposed thereon by 
vibrating the at least one spacer.
